Aoeordipg^o Hollosi, when he understood that l Hi tier had world- ruling plans and would 
not give up his anti-s emetic and anti-religious attitudes, he left Gemany. When 
I talked with him he he had never been Nasi, but rather had been a Hungarian 

spy in the Party. Be also stated he had important documents on Hitler, Rosenborg 

and the Party and had established in Switzerland contacts with the Allied intelligence.

He was one of the 
persons who placed art id os in the Swiss press about Hungary's unwillingness to 
fight, etc. and received orders regularly from Budapest, especially from OQLleln- 
Revlczky, at that time Chief .of the Press, later Hungarian Envoy to Stockholm. 
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
